In the present case, the claims of Great Britain 
to a practical interest in the question have already 
been allowed to us in the Clayton-Bulwer treaty ; 
And even had they not been so, the interest of 
first commercial power in the world, in any fresh 
facilities of commercial communication, is sufficient 
ly evident.. Beside this general interest, the 
curious inquirer will learn, that England has long 
enjoyed distinctly conceded rights in Honduras, 
and that the chief commerce of all the neighbor- 
ing states of Central America is almost monop- 
olized by her. By its situation, and peculiar for- 
mation, Central America is une of the most im- 
portant points in the world. Every commercial 
and enterprising nation on the globe is directly 
interested in the impartial settlement of the right 
of way through the country. England justly re- 
sists any exclusire claim of ahy fereign power 
upon that soil; and the treaty of Mr. Dallas, so 
far as its is known, fairly expresses the sentiment 
of the intelligent and patriotic mass of the Amer- 
ican people. . 
There is still, happily, a moral sentiment in this 
eountry, which is distinctively American, and 
honors that name so much, that it would willingly 
fight rather than see it desecrated. That senti- 
ment was fully aroused and interestedin the 
recent presidential election, and will not again 
fall into political indifference. So long as a 


maintenance, and eternization of

case: 

Your committee submit that so far as they are 
able to comprehend the force and effect of said 
decision, it, among other things, nationalizee Sla- 
very, annihilates the heretofore conceded right of 
the free States to inhibit that institution; asserts 
that there is no power in Congress or the people 
of the United States, or of the Territories, to ex- 
clude slavery; sanctions the monstrous poposition 
that man can hold property iu man; shuts the 
courts of justice to hundreds of thousands of na- 
tive born citizens, assumes that the black man bas 
no civil rights; and dooms every fvot of soil to the 
curse of Slavery, and that irrevocably. 

Your committee assert that this case has no par- 
allel in wickedness in the history of the world. 
Verres was content to lay waste a few insignificant 
provinces; this decision deals with a nation, yea, 
an entire raco. 

It imbrutes and inhumanizes the race, and 
with a sublime touch of Vandalism, it ruthlessly 
strips human being of rights God-given. and hands 
them over to be devoured by human beasts of 


ey. 

"Gah isnow declared by the highest judicial 
tribunal ia the land, to be the mission of the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

If so, better far that it had never been written. 
This decision, however is contrary to all precon- 
ceived notions of that instrament. 

The union of States under the federal compact, 
bas heretofore been regarded as a combination of 
so manv independent sovereignties for fixed pur- 
poses and definite objects. States, upon entering 
the confederation, were not supposed to have sur 
rendered any of their local rights as independent 
governments. 

These they cautiously reserved. They delega- 
ted to the General Government certain powers be- 
lieved to be in harmony with their reservations. 
The object to be attained was not a strong, over- 
shadowing central government, which should 
e fface State lines and obliterate State institutions 
but one which ehould effectually secure to all 
these states security from foreign aggressions, 
immunity from domestic divisions, and protect, 
foster cherish and perpetuate civil and religious 
liberty, and the rights of ali mankind. These, as 
old as the Constitution, are all in detail, dissipated 
by said decisiun. 

It becomes us then, ascitizens of Obio, calmly 
yet firmly to take our position and abide the con- 
one 

f we ride out the storm, well; if we go down, 
better thus than tame submission to such con- 
summate wickedness. Three times—once by the 
ordinance of ’87, once by the Constitution of A. D. 
1802, and once by our present Constitution—has 
the territory of our State been forever consecratea 
te freedom, Now, however, we learn that those 
instruments were a cheat, a delusion. and a mere 
rope of sand. 

We learu that our own Ohio, instead of being 
in fact a free, is in effect a Slave State. The mighty 
sin against God, and the giant wrong against man 
contemplated by that decision, must not and shall 
not be consummated in Ohio. 

It attempts to furce uvon us an institution, hated 
loathed, and execrated by-the whole civilized world 
and no portion of the earth with a deeper and 

more abiding detestation and abhorrence than by 
the people of our State. 

The men and women of Ohio regard Slavery 
with a loathing which no words yet coined will 
express.

as the rights of owners in property, within the 
limits of Free States, during temporary visits or 
{for purposes of transit, to the practical consequen-

with honor. 

4, That the doctrine also announced in behalf 
of a majority of the Court, that there exists no 
power in the General Government to exclude Sla- 
very from the Territories of the United States, 
subverts express provisions of the Constitution, 
annuls the just authority of the People of the 
United States over their own territories, and con- 
tradicts the whole practice of the Government un- 
der every administration from that of Washington 
to that of Polk. 

5. That, inthe promulgation of the doctrines | 
against which we now protest, we recognize the| 
natural effect of the ascendency of the slave power 
in the Supreme Court of the United States secured 
by that arrangement of the Circuits which gives

REPORT OF THE 
SELECT COMMITTEE OF ONE, 


TO WHOM WAS REFERRED CERTAIN MEMORIALS PRAY- 
ING THE DISSOLUTION OF THE FEDERL UNION, 


Your committ ee, after having carefully consid- 
ered the prayer of the memoralists, beg leave to 
submit the following 


REPORT. 


The subject is one of such trancendent import- 
ance that it may well challenge, more than a mere 
passing notice. Events, are daily transpiaing, 
calculated, and intended to alienate the affections 
of a liberty loving people, from the National Gov- 
ernment. Disguise the matter as we may, it is a 
fact to be deplored, not denied that those who ad- 
minister the Federal Government seek to make it 
the engine of the most remorseless despotism up- 
on the face of the earth. Before this despotism, 
the barbarisms fof the Dark Ages appear as tri- 
fling enormities. France has had her Reign of Ter- 
rorjand we as a nation are now passing through one 
which, if lees bloody is not less infamous, and dis- 
graceful tothe actors. It is even doubtful wheth- 
er the pages which shall record the atrocities of a 
Danton, a Marat, and a Robespirre, will be black- 
er than those which shall recora the atrocities of a 
Pierce, a Douglas, and an Atchison. Jeffries’ 
bloody laurels have been plucked from his brow 
by a Kane and a Taney. Under these cireum- 
stances, no one should be surprised if a people 
who love justice, right, and liberty, and hate in- 
justice, wrong, and slavery, shovld atiribute to 
the Government, what alone attached to the base, 
bad, wicked men, who administer it. 


Disunionists should, however, remember that in 
the purer and better days of the Republic, and 
under our present constitution, Washington sign- 
ed a bill excluding slavery from every foot of ter- 
ritory then belonging to the United States. Jef- 
ferson then thought it constitutional ; Douglas 
now does not. ashington thought it both right 
and constitutional: Franklin Pierce now thinks it 
neither. Madison, Frankiin, and Patrick Henry 
gave the weight of their great names to the meas- 
ure, which now meets the condemnation of Bu- 
chanan, Cass, and Stringfellow.

The Richmond (Virginia) holds forth ag fol- 
lows: 

“The most efficacious legislation for the evils 
which afflict the South, would be an act making 
it lawful to tar and feather any man who ehall 
utter or publish words of eulogy upon the Union.” 

If sume liberty-loving repullican does not stray 
off into Virginia. there wil! never be occasion for 
the threatened infliction, That sentiment comes 
from a state where was born, lived and died the

THE DRED SCOTT CASE IN THE OHIO 
: LEGISLATURE. 


The action of the Legislature of this state in 
regard to the Dred Scott case will attract the at- 
tention of our readers. The committee speak 
brave words and true, and their action in regard to 
the recently attempted usurpations of the eupreme 
courtis well so far as it goes. But it falls altogether 
short of measures ne essary to successful resiatance. 
The Supreme Court of the United States having 
declared our State constitution and all our state 
laws, prohibiting the bringing and holding of 
slaves within our limits incompatible with the 
Federal Constitution, of course this new “bill to 
prevent slavehoiding in Ohiv”’ is equally inefficient 
whenever brought,, as it inevitably will be, before 
a Federal Court. What we need is not more jaw, 
but a proper respect and a manly defense of what 
we now have and of our state constitution which 
is now torn and trodden in the dust. Until there 
isa willingness to meet the Usurping Federal Gov- 
ernment in conflict, and use extremest means, noth- 
ing will be done. We must be willing to aban- 
don old compromises whether embraced in laws, 
constitutions or whatever else. We must repudi- 
ate old concessions and refuse to make new ones. 
Bat such is not the character of the bill which the 
Ohio Legislature proposes in this emergency. 





It proposes Ist, fine and imprisonment as a pun- 
ishment for any person attempting to hold anoth- 
er as a siave in the state—2nd, It punishes in like 
manner the seizure arrest and detention of any 
person on pretense that he is a fugitive slave—3d, 
It provides for punishment by confinement in the 
penitentiary for attempt to kidnap with intent to 
slave in another state. All this is well; it is in 
accordance with the provision for freedom in the 
constitution of Ohio; and the honor of the state 
and the security of our citizens require that the: 
constitution should be maintained. 


We should be most happy to construe the pase- 
age of this law into a determined declaracion that 
it shall be so maivtained. But the final provis- 
ion of the bill gives indubitable evidence that 
our Legislators after their brave sveech aud bitter 
curses of slavery, have not yet done either with 
concessions or compromises. It is nothing else 
than a clear and full declaration of their intended 
continued submission to the abominations of the 
of the fugitive slave !aw—so cursedand yet obeyed.
